ation, but also of the long 
distance plans--the type of 
research that is intended for 
the new plant. 

High tribute was given to 
‘town Manager Joseph Courtney, 
by Dr Smith, in his talk. 
AVcO’s coming here, he said, 
was ‘definitely as a result of 
his work’ and ‘he is a man in 
whom we have found we can 
place our trust.’ 

‘What we will do here ought 
to reflect credit on the com- 
munity. It will have a defin- 
ite bearing on the nation’s 
welfare, and in providing for 
the future peace. 

The AVCO corporation is one 
of about 100 largest in the 
United States--during the war 
it was engaged in defense work 
and was the third largest pro- 
ducer, in aviation, but after 
the war that part of the com- 
pany was sold,

decided that in this farflung 
enterprise they would have one 
division that would be just 
for research and development-- 
that is why we have the AVCO 
Research and Development Cor- 
poration today,--a division of 
the company that would work in 
the sense of the future,. and 
in the sense of the world 
climate today. 

As you know, we have our his- 
towical eras. We had the Ind- 
ustrial Revolution--the Era of 
Steam. Then we had the Era of 
flectricity. Now, I think, in 
this century, we are now in- 
volved in the Era of Research 
and Development,--not just 
avco, but the human race, in 
its awareness of Science and 
Physics, The stardard of liv- 
ing is very closely attached 
to this--on a world wide basis 
too. 

In 1905 there was set up the 
General Electric ]aboratory-- 
the first time in which a 
group of people were assigned 
solely to the testing of pro- 
ducts, Today there are 3500 or 
4000 such laboratories of one 
sat or another, and they have 
a very great influence on the 
type of training that people 
today have. 

We have today an enormous 
amount of research and develop 
ment because of the problems 
of defense. We are rot only in 
volved in very rea] interna- 
tional competition--a comp eti- 
tion that cannot, in) the least 
be minimized. 

Many products which are wide- 
ly sold today were unknown 15 
years ago, Our president, Vic- 
tor Emmanuel, has a great ap- 
preciation of the role of de- 
velopment--his role in the war 
gave ample evidence of this, 
and he felt that we should 
have even a greater effort, 
and it is that which we are 
now trying to launch, 

Why we came to Wilmington 
Why did we come to Wilming- 
ton? There are some real in- 
tangibles in the answer, but 
perhaps the greatest emphasis 
is on the quality of scien- 
tists. We had to find an at- 
mosphere conductive to schol- 
arship, one where we could be 
close to the professors of the 
great universities, who can 
always ¢,ntribute in a real 
sense to our laboratories, 
and to the people in them, and 
prevent them from becoming too 
specialized, 

We felt that we wanted an en- 
vironment that was not too 


crowed, with public utilities 
and close to an educational 
and cultural center--so we 


chose Boston, the home of MIT, 
and Harvard. We were able to 
find in Wilmington the neces- 


sary ingredients in no jin- 
significamt way--we fel? that 


the town was progressive, and 
had a progressive eo vernment 
and it is here that we are go- 
ing to establish our research 
and development center. 

There will be four main build 


ings, with 400,500 square feet 
We will have a total] personnel 
of alout 1500 people. A great 


deal of care is being put into 
the planning of the buildings, 
to present and provide the 
proper atmosphere for the high 
ly gifted peoole who will] work 
here, 

You know it is said that a 
professor is somewhat absent- 
minded, Well, it is true. The 
man who is highly productive 
in a scientific way does de- 
part from the norm of the av- 
erage sort of people, and we 
are yoing to give them the at- 
mosphere that they want, 


We are going to pay great at- 
tention to the utilities--to 
water, gas and electricity. 
The partitions within our 
buildings will he capable of 
being moved as needed. 
For our clerical help, ac- 
counting, purchasing, we will 
design and make our buildings 
as attractive as possible, as 
well, 

Projects of AVCN 
Up to the present our main 
efforts have been in military 
projects. We have been work- 
ing, as you may know, on the 
Intercontinental] Ballistic 
MisSile, and the AVCO part has 
been to furnish the scientific 
information on the upper at- 
mosphere. We are involved in 
the problems of having such a 
missile return to the atmos- 
phere, @ problem that involves 
the sciences of physics, mag- 
netism, temperature aerodynam- 
ics, and many others, 
In our Everett laboratory, at 
the present time, AVCO can gen 
erate schock speeds of 1800 
miles per second, and AVCO 
scientists can, for the brief- 
ist second of time, produce a 
temperature that is higher 
than that of the sun--but we 
do this for only one ten-thou- 
sandth of a second--obviously 
if we allowed it to last any 
longer it would burn every- 
thing up. But, we time our in- 
struments so that in that 
brief period we can get the 
answer that we are seeking. 
We are, of course, in our 
temporary headquarters in Law- 
rence, but when we move to 
Wilmington we will be able to 
go on to other things, in the 
future--all sorts of things 
which we hope to be able to 
solve--it will be a tremendous 
step. 
We will work on the problems 
of mplying forces to a moving 
body which is without atmos- 


phere--to magnetic hydro 
dynamics, which is the flow of 
ionized fluids. 

Chemical to Electrical Energy 
One of the problems in which 
we would like to work is the 
direct conversion of chemical 
to electrical energy--energy 
production and conversion--we 
will delve in all phases of 
the subject. 

Leadership of Science 
One of the most important 
things to remember to preserve 
the peace in this world today 
is that we must retain our 
leadership in science and in- 
dustry. That doesn’t mean the 
production of weapons, that 
will be taken care of--but the 
leatership in science itsel f-- 
medicine and other sciences 
too. 

Satellite Program 
AVC) is prepared to contrib- 
ute heavily to the program of 
construction of satellites, 
about which you have heard,
